23 YEARS, DIDN'T 
KNOW ABOUT HIN 


F. A. Blumenthal, 65 Years Old, 
Restored to Full Legal Rights 
on Application. 


HURT WHEN HE WAS YOUNG 


Sisters Started Insanity Proceed- 
ings, but He Has Since 
Fully Recovered. 


After being for 23 years under a legal 
guardianship, of whose existence he did 
not know until a month ago, Ferdinand 
A. Blumenthal, 6 years old, was re- 


stored to full legal rights Thursday by 
Probate Judge Holtcamp. 

Blumenthal, when a young man, was 
injured by a fall over the bluffs at the 
foot of. Bates street and his mind was 
for a time impaired. He was adjudged 
ef unsound mind in the Probate Court 
Sept. 23, 1889, but has never been con- 
fined in an institution, and has for sev- 
eral years been wholly rational. 

The court’s latest action was taken on 
petition of the guardian, John P. Beckert 
Jr., 44 Dover place, who stated to the 
Court that Blumenthal had regained full 
possession of his mental faculties. 

Blumenthal, who appeared with the 
guardian and Attorney George W. Wolff, 
told the Court that he did not know of 
the existence of the guardianship until 
a few days ago, when he was told of it 
by attarney Wolff, who had called to 
see him in reference to the disposition 
of a legacy left to him. 

Did Not Understand Summons. 

The files in the insanity proceedings, 
which were instituted by Blumenthal’s 
sisters, Mrs. W. C. Plass and Amelia 
Blumenthal, show that a summons was 
served on him in the case, but he ex- 
plained ‘to Judge Holtcamp that he did 
not understand the nature of the pro- 
ceedings at the time and did not appear 
when the case was heard. He had sup- 
posed, He said, that his former guardian, 
J. N. Straat, and Beckert, who succeeded 
Straat in 189%, were acting merely as 
truste’ of his inheritance. 

On <iearing _Blumenthal’s statement 
Judge Holtcamp at once‘ revoked. the 
authority of the guardian. He told 
Blumenthal he could act for himself 
henceforth in ll. matters. ace 
legal rights. 

Biumenthal is unmarried and adilicg 
at the home of his sister-in-law, Mrs.. 
August W. Blumenthal, South 
Broadway. He is a son of the late F. 
A. Blumenthal, a wealthy resident of 
Carondelet. .The latter, in his. will, 
placed Ferdinand’s sharfe of the estate 
in trust, and these funds have been 
handled by the guardian. 

Beckert told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that he regards his former ward as 
sane. “I never noticed anything wrong 
with him,” Beokert said. “He is 
shrewd and can handle his contracting 
and jobbing business matters as well 
as anyone I know. Whether he knew 
I was acting as his guardian because 
he had been adjudged of unsound mind, 
or simply thought I was the trustee 
Lof his legacy, I don’t know.”

UF TWO SISTERS 


Each Having Money, They Lived: 
Together Years, Neither Ever 
Spending a Cent on Other. 


MOVED 16 TIMES IN YEAR 


All. Bills Equally . Divided— 
Source of Money Unknown 
—Sister Coming Here. 


A strange story of two sisters who 
lived together in seclusion as the best 
ef comrades socially, but as mistrusted 
strangers from a financial standpoint, is 
revealed by the death of Mrs. Sarah J. 
Johnson and Miss Mary Scott at 1929) 
Hebert street. ; 

Investigation made by Post-Dispatch 
reporters and Public Administrator New- 
ell since the death of the women, Tues- 
day, has failed to solve the ‘mystery 


surrounding the lives of the two 
recluses. All that is known so far is 
that the women had thousands of dol- 
lars, but lived in almost miserly circum- 
stances, and that their. strange distrust 
of all mankind kept them moving almost 
constantly from one house to another. 
There is a record of their having moved 
16 times in one year. 

In the rooms at the Hebert street ad- 
dress, Newell found a letter, which had

been sent to the women with a Christ- 
mas gift from Mra. M.. A. Anderson of.

Mrs. Anderson and received in reply a 
message announcing that.she will arrive 
here Saturday to take charge of the 
bodies.

Democratic Leader Points. That 
Both Parties Have Declared 
for Plan in St. Louis. 


Harry B.. Hawes, speaking on ‘“‘home 
rule” before the City Club at lurcheon 
Friday, declared that home rule for St. 
Louis ceased to be a political issue when 
Joseph W'. Folk, in his campaign for 
Governor in 1904, declared in its favor. 
He. quoted strong expressions in favor 
of home rule, made by Folk in a speech 
at Mexico, Mo., Jan. 9, 1904, and said 
that, since that time, both Republicans 
and Democrats had declared then,.selves 
in favor of home rule, although home 
rule bills were vetoed by both Folk and 
his successor, Gov. Hadley. 

He criticised Folk for the attack which 
Folk made, in his recent City Club 
speech, on the home rule measures pre- 
pared by Charles W. Bates and favored 
by the Business Men’s League. Folk’s 
ground for attacking. these measures 
was that the bills did not give the Gov- 
ernor the power of removing derelict of- 
ficials. 

“Mr. Folk knew,” said Hawes, “that 
Mr. Capen, chairman of the committee 
of 100, favored giving the Governor the 
removal power as a check, and that the 
committee was ready to amend the bill 
in that manner. I told Mr. Folk and 
Governor-elect Major this two weeks be- 
fore. Mr. Folk made his speech here. 
Let’s have the facts.”’ 

R. S. Colnon introduced Hawes as the 
man who knew more than anyone else 
of St. Louis’ political machinery, and 
who had the greatest record of achieve- 
ment in suggesting good men for office 
and helping to elect them.

Each time the old women moved they 
would report to the police the theft of 
an insignificant article, such as a clock 
key, and mention a neighbor whom 
they suspected. Such trivial complaint 
had to be virtually ignored by the po- 
lice, because they never were able to 
find a neighbor who had been inside 
the old women’s home. 

Reporters visited many of the vicin- 
ities in which Mrs. Johnson and Miss 
Scott had lived, but could find no one 
who had been inside the sisters’ house. 
The two old women glways went out 
together, the reporters were told, and 
always returned simultaneously, each 
carrying a pie or a loaf of bread or 
whatever supplies they had bought. It 
was noticed that in boaru.ng a car each 
paid her own fare, although the two 
invariably sat together when a double 
seat was available. 

That the sisters did not trust each 
Gher is believed by real estate agents 
through whom they rented properties. 
At the office of the Aiple & Hemmel- 
mann Real Estate Co.. from which the 
sisters rented a house at 1421 East Grand 
avenue from June 1, 1911, to April, 1912, 
& reporter was told that the old women 
always demanded that each receive a 
receipt for half of the rent. 

“They werd always telephoning or 
coming to the office to tell us that 
somebody had been trying to break into 
the house,” said a collector for the firm. 
“And when they moved out of the East 
Grand avenue house, they left it locked 
up so firmly that it was almost like 
breaking into a bank to get into it.” 


Through the Henry A. Andreas agen- |. 


cy the women rented a house at 3005 
North Market street from June 10 to 
Sept. 9, 1912. Andreas refused to com- 
Plicate his bookkeeping. by giving each 
@ receipt for haif the rent, but niade an 
arrangement whereby one of the sisters 
rented the property from the ist to tho 
15th of each month, and the other for 
the remainder of the month. 

Plowed as Girls. 

To Mrs. Driemeler, the old women 
probably told more about themselves 
than to anyone else. They told her 
they were born and reared on a farm 
and had plowed and done other hard 
work in the field until they were 
grown. Then their father agreed to 
educate them in any profession they 
wished to follow, and they chose teach- 
ing, they said. 

During their final fllness the two sis- 
ters, while conscious, declared repeat- 
edly they had no relatives. In the de- 
lirlum immediately preceding her 
death, however, Mrs. Johnson spoke of 
a daughter living in New Mexico and 
a sister residing at Pueblo, Colo. 

Miss Scott, when asked an hour be- 
fore here death who should be notified 
if she failed to recover, declared she 
had plenty of relatives, but did not 
want to call on any of them.

“Why should we do this, especially 
when the Bulgarians had three reverses 
at our hands just before the armistice, 
while the Greeks, who continued to 
{<ht, were defeated, both on land 
around Janina and at sea off the Dar- 
danelles. 

“Turkey was induced to accept an 
armistice only on the advice of the Pow- 
ers in order to avoid useless carnage on 
both sides. The same humanitarian con- 
siderations led the Ottoman Government 
to ask for the re-victualing of the be- 
sieged towns, and might induce the Gov- 
ernment to yield certain conditions, for 
the sake of peace. But there is a limit 
which the allies have far surpassed.” 

The allies, on the other hand, assert 
that the armistice was arranged to give 
Turkey an opportunity of making peace 
terms without suffering further losses 
in the field, and they characterize Tur- 
key’s talk of keeping Adrianople, Janina 
and Scutari and regaining Saloniki as 
laughable. 

Greek General Defiant, 

Gen. Danglis, the Greek chief of gen- 
eral staff said: “Let them come’and 
take Saloniki if they can. Even the dust 
of our ancient heroes would rise up to 
defend our rights.” 

The most optimistic of the Turkish 
military party profess confidence that 
the Bulgarians never will be able to 
force the Tchatalia lines, but that, on 
the contrary, with her present powerful 
army, Turkey will free Adrianople in a 
fortnight, and, adding that garrison to 
the main body, will take the offensive 
joeere Philippopolis and Saloniki.

BULGARS RENEW

BERLIN, Dec. 27.—Bulgaria is prepar- 
ing to resume the war, according to a 
special dispatch from Rustchuk, 
garia. The correspondent s the Bul- 
garian War Minister has ed up the 
recruits due to be enrolled only in 1914 
and has summoned all able-bodied men 
up to the age of 60 to the colors. 


Have Farm Imple- 
ments Like Those of Aposties. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 27.—The exodus 

of the Turks from Europe virtually has 
begun, according to a letter received by 
the American Red Cross. The letter 
says that the Red Cross already has 
aided more than 100,000 Turkish refugees 
to leave Burope and to take up agricul- 
ture in Asia Minor. The families are 
agriculturists and they represent for 
the most part the primitive portion of 
the Turkish population. 

“The situation is very interesting,” 
says the Red Cross correspondent, 
speaking of the farmers’ desertion of 
their homes in Europe, “‘for loaded into 
their bullock carts are their families 
and the crude implements of their trade. 
To all appearances the implements are 
of the same design as those used before 
the time of the apostles.’’ 

The farms across the Bosporus are 
provided free by the Ottoman Govern- 


ment.

REATER THAN 1908 


Socialist Gain of 479,879 Is Re- 
sponsible for Net Gain— 
Other Parties Fall Off. 


NEW YORK, Dec, 27.—The common 
belief that the presidential vote in 1912 
was less than the presidential vote in 
1908 is incorrect. According to the of- 
ficial figufes compiled for the World 
Almanac, the total vote this year was 
16,033,669, as against 14,888,442 four years 
ago, an increase of 145,227. But only So- 
clalists profited from this larger vote. 


They alone made. gains and very sig- 
nificant ‘gains. The Debs vote in 1908 
was 420,793; in 1912 it was 900,672, 
crease Of more than 100 per cent. 

As for the Democrats, Wilson polled 
a total of 6,203,454, as against Bryan’s 
total of 6,409,104 in 1908, a decrease of 
115,650. Stranger still, the total vote 
cast for Taft and Roosevelt was less 
than the total Republican vote /in 1908. 
Taft's 1912 vote was 3,484,980, and Roose- 
velt’s was 4,119,538. Togethem they polled 
7,604,518, which falls 74,390 under Taft’s 
total of 7,768,908 four years ago. 

Even the Prohibitionists suffered from 
apathy. Their vote in November was 
only 206,275, compared with 253,840. This 
loss of 47,565 is nearly one-fifth of the 
1908 total. 

It is a curious fact that with the ex- 
ception of New Hampshire, all the New 
England states cast more votes in 1912 
than in 19088. New York, New Jersey 
and Pennsylvania cast fewer votes in 
1912 than in 1908. Ohio, Indiana, Ll!inois, 
Wisconsin, Nepraska and Iowa also took 
less interest in the 1912 campaign than 
in the 19088 campaign. The same is true 
of Kentucky, Tennessee and Missouri. 

There is no untform rule applying to 
the South. Alabama, for example, caat 
more votes than in 1908, and Georgia 
cast fewer votes. Texas showed a.largs 
increase and Eouth Carolina a grea’ 
decrease, while Virginia’s slump was 7: 
votes and Oklahoma's 839. The rqoun- 
tain states all shcwed an increase. 

Colorado, Utah, Wyoming, Montana 
and Idaho cast more votes than they 
did in 198 By reason of woman's suf- 
frage California’s vote should have 
doubled, but her 1912 vote was only 673,. 
527, as against 256,597 In 1908. Apparent- 
ly nearly 100,000 qualified citizens ef Call. 
fornia remained away from the polls. 

The most significant fact in all these 
returns is the increase and distribution 
of the Socialist vote. It is not a sec- 
tiohal vote, for the banner Socialist 
states in this election were Ohio, Penn: 
isylvania, Illinois, California, New York, 
Oklahoma, Washington, Indiana, Wis- 
consin and Missouri in the order named 
while in Idaho more than 10 per ¢: nt of 
the total vote was Socialist. 


FEARS MAN DEAD IN THE 
EAST WAS HER’ HUSBAND 


Mrs. Seymour P. Woods Asks 
Police About Man Who Regis- 
tered as “H. Seymour.” 


Mrs. Seymour P. Woods of 459A 
Gibson avenue told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter Friday that she feared her hus- 
band was the man who was,found dead 
from asphyxiation Wednesday in a 
Philadelphia hotel, where he had reg- 
istered as “‘H. Seymour, St. Louis.” 

She has been at the home of her 
mother, Mrs. Katherine Howard, at 4332 
Gibson avenue, since her husband left 
home, Monday evening. Her sisters, 
Misses Katherine and Mary Howard, 
visited Police Headquarters Thursday 
night and asked for fuller information 
about the Philadelphia death. 

Mrs. Woods said her husband was out 
of work, and that she had not supposed 
he had enough money to go so far as 
Philadelphia, but that the similarity of 
names made her fear he had in some 
Way gone there, and had ended his life. 

The Philadelphia telegram to the St. 
Louis Police Department stated that 
the man had a letter in his pocket from 
Samuel W. Fordyce of St. Louis and 
another with a signature that looked 
like ‘“‘W. \Coburn.” The wife said she 
knew of no such letters. Fordyce has 
stated that he probably wrote the let- 
ter in reply to an application for a 
railroad position.

10 REAGH HAWAIL 
A000 MILES AWAY 


Arlington Already Has Picked Up 
Messages From the Mid- 
Pacific Island. 





WASHINGTON, Dec. 27.—Before the 
end of Fébruary the Arlington wireless 
station of the navy will be receiving 
messages direct from the station in 
Hawali, approximately 4000 miles away, 
as a@ part of its regular routine. The 
Arlington station already has picked up 
messages from these mid-Pacific islands, 
but no report has been made of the fact, 
Gecause the feats were regarded as 
freaks of radiography. 

But there will be no direct messages 
from Washington to Hawaili until the 


masts of the mid-Pacific station are 
lengthened. While Arlington will be 
able to. get messages from the islands 
the insular station, having comparative- 
ly short masts, will not be able to pick 
uP messages from Washington. Mare 
Island will have to relay them. 

While, as railroad trains run, Mare 
Island is a little mote than 3000 miles 
from Washington, radiographically the 
distance is only a little in excess@r 2200 
The steaming distance between 
San Francisco and Honolulu is a little 
more than 2200 miles.

OR a hard drinker, Noah certainly 
doddered along to a ripe old age.

Con- 
fined, 40 days in the house with three 
old. women eternally nagging about the 
damp cellar, and water prevailng ex- 
ceedingly everywhere—why, that would 
drive a grown man to drink, to say 
nothing of a six-century youth! 

Whether Noah’s health was damaged 
to any great. extent by his toots the 
record does not explicitly state, but it is 
evident that he lived but three and a 
half centuries after the formation of 
the habit. And it seriousiy affected his 
judgment from the first, for the ninth 
chapter. of Genesis informs us that on 
recovering from his maiden souse he 
picked on poor little Canaan, a helpless 
child of a hundred or so, and cursed 
him off the premises. Right here we 
have a key to.the whole matter: Alcohol 
impairs the judgment.

F Moppriecws may be ‘utilized by the 
body for the production of energy 
to a limited extent. In that sense it 
may be called a fuel, furnishing by its 
combustion immediate energy, yet noth- 
ing that may be stored for future use, 
as does a food. As a fuel, however, it 
ig too treacherous to instrust to other 
hands than the doctor’s—the sober doc- 
tor’s.

A small quantity of some alcoholic 
liquid may tide over a crisis and save 
the day in certain exhausting illnesses 
of the aged, when digestive capacity is 
practically nil. Only limited quantities 
are permissib!e, since the fuel value of 
the alcohol is more than counterbal- 
anced by its depressing narcotic effect 
so soon as the combustion capacity of 
the patient is exceeded. An odor of al- 
cohol on the breath means an overdose 
—more than the body can burn, 

For chill or for fever, sunstroke or 
frostbite, fainting or fits, whisky Is 
the soverign remedy of the ignorant 
To the ignorant it is both an “eye- 
opener’ and a “night-cap,” good to 
warm. you up when you are cold and 
cool you off when you’re hot. From 
the time of the flood we have retained 
the rite of baptizing joys and drown- 





ing glooms in the brimming cup. Makes 
no difference what you’ve got, what you 
need is a good stiff gargle, repeated pro | 
re nata. 

T is now well established that al- 

cohol is never a stimulant, but al- 
Ways a narcotic, which depresses the 
nervous and circulatory systems. <A 
man FEELS stronger under the effect 
of alcohol because his usual good judg- 
roent is narcotized and he cannot in- 
terpret his sensations aright. His rapid 
pulse is really a weaker pulse. His 
flushed skin and sense of warmth are 
also false testimony, since they mean 
simply that his surface blood vessels 
are relaxed, and the thermometer in- 
variably shows a lowerfhg of body tem- 
perature below normal. Furthermore, 
every morsel of evidence shows that a 
man can endure physical strain and ey 
posure to extremes of heat best with- 
out alcohol. The first to succumb to 
fatigue and cold are always the ones 
who have deluded themselves that al- 
cohol is a “stimulant.” 

The action of alcohol in any form is 
precisely the same as that of ether, 
except in. the rapidity of effect. The 
greater volatility of ether renders its 
narcotic action more rapid and more 
fleeting than that of alcohol. Either 
drug causes first a garrulous emotional, 
active intoxication, and later sleep. An 
individual unconscious from alcohol is 
as insensitive to pain as one under ether 
gnesthesia. 

It was formerty customary among 
physicians to feed patients suffering 
from serious infections intoxicating 
quantities of brandy in the vague fancy 
that the aloohol might discourage the 
germs. This is no longer done in en- 
Ughtened communities, because we know 
that a tipsy germ is just as ugly as 
over. 

ARD-HHADED business sense im- 
H plies a clear brain. The great 
modern corporations are rapidly elimi- 
nating the drinking man in favor of the 
clear-headed, tactful teetotaler. Despite 
the figures desperately quoted by the 
beer and whisky interests, absolute ab- 
stinence is steadily increasing in Amer- 
ica. We have wpitnessed the passing 
of the three-button souse. Year by year 
plain common sense ia making more and 
more teetotalers. The relations of sin, 
crime and health are but minor consid- 
erations in the march of temperance. |
